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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed on 09/29/2006 has been fully considered. The claim 
objections and the 35 USC 103 rejection have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
amendments and comments. 

2. Claims 1 and 5-7 are amended, claim 2 is canceled and claims 1 and 3-7 are 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United . 

States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ito et al. (US 

4,778,782). 

5. Ito discloses a transferable sheet comprising a substrate and a dye receptive 
layer on the substrate (abstract). The substrate comprises a core material and a 
synthetic paper of cellulose fiber paper, a plastic film or a laminate thereof provided on a 
front and a back surface of the core material (Fig. 2 and col. 2, line 31). The synthetic 
paper is white and opaque (col. 3, line 44). A detection mark is provided on the surface 
of the core material of the substrate (col. 18, line 17). 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ito et 
al. (US 4,778,782), as applied to claim 1, above, in further view of Oshima (US 
6,688,789 B2). 

8. Ito does not disclose a detection make that is used in the claimed invention. 
Oshima teaches the use of a detection mark substantially identical to the claimed 
invention (see at least Sample 13 in Fig. 12 of Oshima), wherein the detection mark 
inherently possesses the claimed electromagnetic radiation absorbing and 
electromagnetic radiation emitting value. At the time of the invention, it would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to combine the detection mark of 
Oshima with the invention of Ito so as to provide detection mark capable of exhibiting 
high response (col. 9, lines 57 of Oshima). 

9. With respect to claims 6 and 7, the criticality of the claimed method of 
identification and image forming apparatus has not been provided in the cun-ent 
specification, thus the method of identification and the image forming apparatus are 
conventional. 
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Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 3-7 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
